Dear Mr. Williams; 

Harold and Lillian Weisberg have asked me to represent them in 
a malpractice suit against your firm. Their malpractice claim arises 
out of your firm's negligent handling of their suit against the United 
States for damages done to them and their chicken business by flying 
helicopters across their land. Mr. Weisberg wrote you about this 
matter a month or so ago, but he informs me that you have not yet 
replied to his letter. 

Mr. Peter Taft, then a member of your firm, represented the 
Weisbergs in this suit. They charge that he let the statute of limi- 
tations run on the greater part of their claims for monetary damages, 
and that as a result of this they not only lost those damages but were 
forced to settle the remaining claims which were timely filed for a 
much lesser sum than they otherwise would have. [That sum is approxi- 
mately $15,000, tax free.] The Weisbergs further charge that Mr. 

Taft committed other acts of negligence, 3uch as failing to secure 
answers to interrogatories, and that he intentionally tried to damage 
their case by withdrawing from it in a highly prejudicial manner. 

I have made a preliminary study of the Weisbergs* files on this 
case and concluded that their malpractice claim is soundly based. 

Under the circumstances, I think it might be beneficial for all parties 
concerned if I were to meet with you or a member of your firm to dis- 
cuss whether it will be necessary to institute suit in order to resolve 
this claim. X would suggest that it may expedite matters if you could 
also arrange for your insurer to be present at such a conference. 

I would appreciate it vary much if you could respond to this 
letter at your earliest possible convenience.
